PAUL GARDNER: What do you Europeans think of the Iran- 
Contra flap? I have heard some Europeans don't see the 



problem, but in our system I believe there is a serious 
"short circuit" on the power lines. When the President or 
members of his staff ignore Congress, they are taking law- 
making powers away from Congress as it is the President's 
role to enforce the laws of Congress and treat these as 
special orders. What we have seen is several people in the 
President's staff saying, in effect, that there is a h 
purpose, a higher law than Congress law. This sort of 
thinking can only lead to trouble in the form of tyranny or 
anarchy, certainly not democracy. 

((I have two comments on the affair. The first is that 
the U.S. press was very lax in taking so long to discover 
and report what happened. Face it, everybody got scooped by 
the Lebanese magazine that discovered the arms sale, and it- 
took the Attorney General to discover the diversion of funds 
to the Contras. The second is that the press is the only 
institution that can really prevent it from happening again. 
When officials ignore the law, writing new laws won't help.
